MAKER OF DAIRY BLOOD. 


A Deceptive Point About the Milk 
Veins and Milk Wells. 

The head fs one of the principal indi- 
cations of dairy tendency. Cleanliness 
and refinement here mean quality and 
refinement in all features, and refine- 
ment and quality are the first essen- 
tials of a dairy cow. Other indications 
of quality are fine, hard bone; soft, 
pliable skin, mossy hair and large 
clear eyes. A large muzzle indicates a 
large assimilative and digestive capaci- 
ty and a well developed breathing sys- 
tem. 

A deep, wide chest means large heart 
and lung capacity, while a large barrel 
means a well developed digestive. sys- 
tem. It is essential, too, in a“dalry 
cow to have a high and wide rump, 
permitting the greatest possible free- 
dom in the delivery of a calf. The ud- 
der should not only be large, but it 
should be well balanced, extending 
well forward on the belly and back- 
ward between the thighs. But here 
again quality is of first importance. A 
large, meaty udder !s not as desirable 
as a smaller, spongy udder. 

The milk velns carrying the blood 
from the udder forward to the heart 
should be large, elastic, crooked and 
branched, with large milk wells through 
which they enter the body. Sometimes 
these milk veins become exceedingly 
large and tortuous because of a vari- 
cose coudition resulting from too small 
milk wells, Care needs to be exercised 
in order not to be deceived by any such 
state of affairs.—Professor H. 8. Huim- 
phrey, Wisconsin Agricultural College.

Treatment of Lousy Live Stock. 

Farm stock that become badly ia- 
fested with Hce during the winter 
months do not thrive as they should, 
and in the spring may show marked 
unthriftiness. This {s especially true 
when stock are not well cared for and 
{in young animals. 

The sucking lice are more harmful 
than the biting varieties, as the form- 
er have mouth parts adapted to pene. 
trating the skir and suckling the blood 
of the host. However, the symptoms 
may be as marked in sheep and other 
animals, that are badly infested with 
biting Iice.°In such cases the wool or 
coat becomes matted and detached, 
and the skin irritated and inflamed as 
a result of the animals rubbing, biting 
and scratching the parts. 

Good care during the winter will 
prevent the lice from doing a great 
deal of harm, and the simpler reme- 
dies, such as mercurial and sulphur 
ointment, rubbed back of the horns or 
ears and along the.mane and back, and 
{insect powder dusted into the coat, may 
help in destroying them..A thorough 
treatment of the herd with dips or 
washes cannot be practiced during the 
winter months, unless the treated ani- 
mals are prevented from catching cold. 
A favorable time to use this Hine of 
treatment is in the spring. A one or 
two per cent. water solution of a tar 
disinfectant should be used. A con 
venient way to apply the remedy in 
the larger animals is with a spray 
pump, and in sheep and hogs by dip- 
ping Whatever method !s used, the 
coat and skin must be thoroughly wet 
with the solution. Proper care should 
be taken in mixing the remedy, as 


there is danger of making it too strong 


and irritating the skin. 

After treating the herd, the stables, 
sheds, or sleeping quarters should be 
sprayed with about a two per cent. 
water solution of the disinfectant, or 
whitewash may be used instead. This 
{gs necessary in order to prevent re- 
infecting the herd from the surround- 
ings. If there is much Hitter around 
the yards, and {t cannot be gotten rid 
of, it is advisable to move the herd to 
other yards. Tar disinfectants In one 
or two per cent. solutions-do not de- 
stroy the eggs or nits, hence it is neces- 
sary to treat the animals again in 
ten days or two weeks. 

Stockmen sometimes ask if the feed- 
ing of sulphur to lousy animals will 
not drive away or destroy the Nce. The 
feeding of small doses of sulphur will 
do no harm, neither will it help In get- 
ting rid of the lice, and {t cannot be 
considered a remedy for this class of 
disorders when used in this way. 
Sulphur is effective, however, when 


used externally, and the addition of 


four ounces to every gallon of the tar 
disinfectant solution used, greatly in- 
creases the effectiveness of the rem- 
edy.—R. A. Craig, Veterinarian, Pur- 
due University Agricultural Expert- 
ment Station.

WITH THE SEAL. HUNTERS. 


How Annual Slaughter of Animals on 
Ice Field Is Carried Out—The 
Industry Is Very Perilous, 


Newfoundland’s sealing fleet of 
twenty-five steamers, carrying 65,000 
men, sailed a few days ago for the 
ocean expanse off Labrador, where the 
wide ice floes are found. P. T. Me- 
Grath writes to The Toronto News from 
St. John’s: “It is on these ice floes that 
the pinnipeds or hair seals give birth 
to their young, these infant mammals 
being the chief prey of the seajmen, 
and being slaughtered by the thousand. 
These hair seals are distinct from the 
fur seals of Alaskn and Behring Sea, 
and are mainly in demand for thelr 
akin and fat, the former being tanned 
and converted into leather, and the lat- 
ter belng rendered {into oll and used as 
a. substitute for medicinal cod oll, for 
making soaps and for {illuminating 
Nghthouses, The Newfoundland seal 
hunt, too, is prosecuted very differently 
from the Alaskan. The former seals 
keep entirely to the Ice or the open 
ocean, and it requires powerful steam- 
ers, able to force through the floes, to 
engage in the work successfully. The 
men venture forth upon these mighty 
crystal prairias and pursue their vic- 
tims for miles, trusting to thelr expert- 
ness and surefootedness to conduct the 
chase to an issue and regain their ships 
once more by nightfall, 

Perilous Hunt. 

“The Newfoundland industry {s be- 
yond all question more perilous than 
the other, because it is prosecuted 
amid winter conditions, blizzards and 
severe frosts, which occasion tragedies 
appalling in thelr gruesome accom- 
paniments. ‘There is scarcely @ sea- 
son without its awesome Ist of fatall- 
ties or its hairbreadth escapes, and 
none but men of the most rugged con- 
stitutions could stand the perils and 
hardships attendant upon this indus- 
try. The ships have to face the risks 
of colliding with icebergs while fogs 
beset them, of being crushed between 
contending floes while storms assail, of 
being driven ashore by the pressure of 
the ice pack, or of being sunk by the 
tempests which sometimes sweep these 
northern seas. The men, in thelr turn, 
must guard against dtowning dy sink- 
ing through the seals’ thinly crusted 
blow-holes in the ice, of being frozen 
to death by the terrible bllzzards which 
occasionally are met while they are 
abroad on the floes, or of perishing from 
starvation and exposure while envelop- 
ed in the fogs that often overspread the 
floes and make it impossible for these 
men to reach their ships. 

Carry No Food. 

For greater ease in their work they 
go Nghtly clad and carry lIlttle or no 
food, trusting to their active exertions 
to maintain the wanmth of thelr 
surroundings, Often the horrors 
which are enacted on these northern 
floes are among the most-tragic in the 
annals of authentic adventures, Suoh, 
for instance, was the case of the 
Greenland, in 1898, of whose men 
forty-seven were frozen to death and 
sixty-three badly frostbitten by being 
assailed by a blizzard while far from 
their ship, the storm raging with piti- 
less fury for two days and nights, and 
they being without shelter.”

“Rarely does the world hear of the 
Magdalen Islands ur of the people who 
occupy them, the descendants of Long- 
fetow's <Acadians, dimmortalized_ in 
‘Evangeline,’ many of whom settled 
here,”. writes P. T. McGrath to The 
Chicago Dally News from St. John’s, 
Nfid.

EXPERTS TELL OF PITCHING IN 
AND OUT CURVES. 


Sam Leever, the Pittsburg Star, Says 
Beginner Should Attempt Slow Ball 
First—How Young Pitchers Destroy 
Desired Motlon—Dineen of Boston 
Says Practice Will Make An_ In- 
‘shoot Break Sharply. 


Sam Leever, the Pitsburg star, 
writes: 

To pitch an outcurve grasp the ball 
with the first two fingers of the hand 
and the thumb. Some use the third 
finger to steady the ball in the palm 
of the hand and some turn the fourth 
finger completely down. 

The use of the third and fourth fin- 
gers depends largely upon the _ indi- 
vidual. Turn the hand downward, 
holding the ball as if in a saucer. 
When the ball is delivered, let it puss 
between the thumb and the first finger. 
This gives the rotury motion that is 
necessary to produce the curve. 

It is possible to pitch both a_ fast 
and a slow outcurve. It is better for 
fee nee to attempt the slow curve 

rst. 

To acquire the slow curve do not 
erasp the ball too tightly. 

Too many young pitchers destroy the 
effect of the curve by holding the ball 
so firmly in the hand that they fail to 
give it the proper revolving motion. 
They become discouraged at frequent 
unsuccessful attempts to succeed when 
thus handicapped and give up trying to 
learn, when a proper word of caution

would have placed them on the right 

track to the realization of what was 

necessary. 

The outcurve may be pitched both 
with an underhand delivery and an 
overhand delivery, 

Billy Dineen, of the Boston. Ameri- 
cans, has this to say on the subject: 

There are but few pitchers who have 
ever been able to pitch what might be 
positively termed a real incurve. As a 
rule they are left handers and what 
are best known in baseball as “phe- 
nomenal” pitchers. 

All pitchers can learn to throw an in- 
shoot. 

To left handers it is often the natu- 
ral manner of delivering the ball. 
.Grasp the ball with the first three fin- 
gers and the thumb. Hold it firmly. 

Speed is necessary for an inshoot. 
Keep the hand in upright position. 
When the ball is released from the 
hand let it go over the tips of the fin- 
gers and use a latera) motion in de- 
Nvering it. 

That is the only manner in which the 
ball can be made so to revolve on its 
axis as to require the proper direction. 

The ball must turn from right to left 
in such a manner as to deflect Its 
course toward the right corner of home 
plate. 

Do not beer~me discouraged if you 
fail to sve ca, vall positively change its 
course, as it does in an outcurve. The 
mere fact that it constantly bears in 
toward a right hand batter and away 
from a left hand batter is all that is 
needed to make it successful, 

Practice will succeed in giving a 
sharp break to the ball, which may not 
amount to more than an inch or two, 
but is very effective when combined 
with good control, since it baffles the 
batter to meet it effectively with the 
full part of the bat. 

If it is easier to use all four fingers 
to pitch an inshoot do not be afraid to 
do so. The fact most to be kept in 
mind is’ that a rapid motion is neces- 
sary to induce the ball to “bore in,” 
and it is necessary that accuracy shall 
follow to make the fnshoot successful. 

If you can't get accuracy with three 
fingers, use all four.

MILKING THE COW. 


Things to Think About—The Milker 

: In the White Suit. 

An important thing in connection 
with milking:.is the condition of the 
hands and clothes of the milker. The 
milxer should be clean personally and 
should be required to go about his work 
in clean clothes. The milking should 
be done with dry hands. 
some milkers of wetting their hands 
with milk just as they begin is a filthy 
practice and the cause of much bad 
mikk and poor butter. There is some 
thing in the presence of a milker ina 
white sult that calls for clean work, 
particularly if he is required to keep 
the suit clean while about his work. 
Many dairymen require their milkers to 
be dressed in white. 

The same principle is true in regard 
to whitewash on the interior of the 
barn. A carefully whitewashed wall 
sbows off cobwebs to their disadvan- 
tage, and they will usually be removed, 
There is something out of place if part 
of a bullding !s kept clean and fresh— 
as a whitewashed wall, for instance— 
and other parts are a mire of filth. 
Whitewashed walls go with clean floors, 
and the two with a white clad milker. 
—Edwin H. Webster. 


Butter Eaters. 

Nothing eats up butter faster than 
discomfort and fear, because they 
shrink the butter fat and so make their 
milk, which is steering the butter into 
the manure pile instead of into the 
churn, says J. V. Van Nott in Rural 
New Yorker. Therefore have warm 
floors and warm stables. A cow cannot 
run a furnace and a churn with the 
one feed. Another butter eater 1s the 
stanchion. Farmers are very careful 
to have for themselves warm floors 
ani feather beds, but leave their duti.- 
ful cows hanging by the necks in the 
cruel stocks named stanchions and to 
get what sleep they can on a frost car- 
peted floor. Both should be abolished 
by law as cruelty to animals. 

We can also class the horns with but: 
ter eaters, and the boss cow eats more 
butter than the farmer’s family, for 
every time she spears the other cow 
“shrink” goes the butter fat. Her ally 
is the dog. 


Cause ef Cow Fa‘lure. 

Don’t let your cow eat her head off. 
A few cows give 400 pounds of butter 
fat ina year. A great many give 800 
pounds or more, and yet it is a deplora- 
Lis ract that the average cow does not 
produce much over 100 pounds in a 
year. But in a great many instances 
this failure of the cow to reach a point 
where she may be considered as a prof- 
itable investment {s due to the care, or 
rather to the lack of care, which she re- 
celves.—Michigan Farmer.

Wonderful Forage Crops Possible. 

It is difficult to unde:stand why the 
southern dairymen do not raise their 
feed. The system of didirying that Is 
carriedgon in the north, if adopted, 
could not fail to be more profitable to 
the producer and more healthful for 
the consumer, affirms ©, F’. Doane in an 
exchange. The amount of forage that 
ean be raised on an acre of land in 
most of the southern states is beyond 
the conception of the northern farmer. 

The Pasture a Back Number. 

“Nobody but a billionaire can afford 
a pasture,” states Mr. Detrich, as quot- 
ed in Farm Journal. “Soiling is the 
correct idea. Grow the feed and bring 
it to the cows. Rye, oats and peas, 
sweet corn, ensilage, hay, etc., are the 
keynotes of modern farming. The pas- 
ture is a back number.” 

At Calving Time. 

At calving time many breeders feed 
warm bran mashes, and some give 
tepid water for drinking purposes until 
the cow has regained her normal con- 
dition. 

Serving the Dairy Cow’s Feed. 

In England a great deal of attention 
is given to the preparation of feed for 
dairy cows. Grain is usually crushed 
or ground. Chafiing or cutting straw 
and hay is a very general practice, 
Roots are usually pulped or sliced. 

More Roots to Be Used? 

An increased use of roots {s being ad- 
vocated in this country. In Great Brit- 
ain they are fed to dairy cattle as well 
as to beéef animals, but when feeding 
them to milk cows the best dairymen 
take pains to avojd tainting the milk 
by their use. 

Dairy Feeding Well Understood. 

I suppose no other question has re- 
ceived more consideration among our 
farmers tn the past twenty-five years 
than this question of feeding, and the 
result is the general principles of feed- 
ing today are pretty well understood. 
It has been said, and I think with a 
good deal of force, that the dairy of the 
average farmer is better fed than the 
family of the same farmer.—H. Wing. 

Skil In Baying Feed. 

Skill in buying a food adapted to 
your use that is relatively cheap in 
your own locality is a question of great 
importance,

PURE NICKEL COINAGE. 


Suggestion Advanced by Prof, Coleman 
—<An Interesting Report. 


The famous Sudbury nickel field is 
described in part three of the report of 
the Bureau of Mines, just issued. It 
embodies the final report of Prof. A. P. 
Coleman on the results of the field 
work which he has carried on for the 
past three summers, with “the object 
of determining in detail the boundaries 
of the nickel-bearing rock, and of ex- 
amining the geological relationships of 
the known ore bodies, special attention 
being given to working mines.” 

In a chapter devoted to the uses of 
nickel it is pointed out that Switzer- 
land, <Austria-Hungary and France 
within the last few years have adopted 
pure nickel instead of tho nickel-cop- 
per alloy for their coinage. The pure 
metal does not tarnish or change color, 
but keeps bright and attractive, and, as 
4t is harder; -the imprint stands wear 
much better. ‘It is more difficult to 
counterfeit, since the. minting requires 
more powerful presses.” “Why,” asks 
Prof. Coleman, “should not Canada, the 
producer of half the nickel of the world, 
replace her ugly cents by clean, untar- 
nishable nickel coins, almost as hand- 
some as silver and much more durable? 
-Canada is presently to have a mint, 
and it should begin its work by coinin 
one-cent and five-cent pieces of pure 
nickel; making use of a distinctively 
Canadian metal.” 

In his introduction Prof. Coleman, 
who epeaks in terms Of pralse of the 
assistance given him by Messrs. M. T. 
Culbert, W. E. H. Carter, formerly 
secretary of the Bureau of Mines, a 
number of Government officials and 
others, says in part: 

“The Sudbury nickel fleld has long 
been known as the inost important 
source of that metal In America, if not 
in the world, but the work of the last 
three years has brought out more and 
more strikingly the unique character of 

; ‘his mining region. It has been proved 
that all the ore deposits of any econo- 
mic importance are at or near the out- 
er margin of a huge laccolithic sheet 
of eruptive rock a mile and a quarter 
thick, thirty-six miles long and seven- 
teen miles wide. This sheet is now 
in the form of a boat-shaped syncline, 
with its pointed end to the southwest 
and its square end to the northeast. 
The rock composing this sheet is no- 
rite at the outer (and lower) edge, 
merging into granite or grano-diorite at 
the inner (upper) edge. The ore bodies 
are round the margin of the norite, or 
along dikelike offsets from it, and have 
evidently segregated from the rock 
while still molten, though they may 
have undergone later rearrangement by 
circulating water.” 

Later, in speaking of the marginal 
deposits, Prof. Coleman says: “These 
4nclude the Creighton mine, owned by 
the Canadian Copper Co., which may 
safely be cajled the greatest nickel mine 
in the world, having already produced 
probably more than 500,000 tons of rich 
ore, and, as it is supposed from the re- 
sults of diamond drilling, having mil- 
Mons of tons in reserve.” 

At the present: time only two com- 
‘panies are actually at work, the Cana- 
dian Copper Co. and the Mond Co. 
“Both,” says the report, “seem to be 
fairly established with good mineg and 
satisfactory methods of smelting and 
refining the ore, so that the future 
should be prosperous.” . . , . “The 
only real competitor of Ontario as a 
nickel producer is the French penal 
colony, New Caledonia, in the South 
Seas.” , =

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TO BENEFIT THE POOR. 


Bill to Make Easy the Establishment of 
Co-operative Societies Introduced 
-Into Canadian Parliament. 


The other day Mr. Monk of Jacques 
Cartier introduced into the House of 
Commons at Ottawa a bill respecting in- 
dustrial and co-operative societies. The 
object of the bill, he sald, was to bene- 
fit the poorer classes by providing an 
easy method for the creatlon of gu- 
operative societies. It was desirable to 
provide for such organizations among 
the farming and laboring classes. Mr. 
Monk outlined the phenomenal success 
which these socletles had met with in 
European countries and in some parts 
of the United States. In support of the 
movement he quoted very decided 16- 
commendations by Earl Grey. Mr. 
Gladstone, John Stuart Mill, Richard 
Cobden, and many other financial and 
economic authorities. During the 
‘crisis of 1893 in Italy these Institutions 
had received a great impetus, and al- 
though many banks had _ succumbed 
at the time, the savings-of the people 
had with extraordinary confidence been 
confided to those rural and small vil- 
lage bands which had been started on 
the co-operative plan, and in no instance 
had there been the loss of a single 
cent. Co-operative banks had been a 
great factor in stopping usury. Legis- 
lation itself had entirely failed to bring 
about this ‘effect. The movement had 
spread to Finland and even to Siberia, 
and in the latter place was the means 
of carrying on a large dairy and egg 
business with Great Britain. 


Development In England. 


There had beén a marvelous develop- 
ment of the principle in England, a 
notable example being that of the 
equitable ploneers of Rochdale. It had 
been founded in 1844 with 28 associates, 
Ten years later there had been 900 
members. In 1864 the membership had 
increased to 4,747. In 1874 it was 7,039, 
and in 1878 more than 10,000. Their 
capital then amounted to £192,815, and 
their turn over £298,888, with clear 
profits of over £ 40,000. 

One of the largest associations of 
this kind in England was that known 
as the Manchester Union, which was 
not an associate of individuals, but 
was composed of a multitude of co- 
operative sooleties. Co-operative so- 
oleties took the form not only of bank- 
ing or financial or loan societies, but 
they were societies of -production, so- 
cleties in respect to agriculture, for 
the purpose of employment, of securing 
necessary agricultural supplies, 
transshipment of products, for buying 
and selling, and for a multitude of oth- 
er objects, There was no limit in fact 
to their operations; they even had some 
most extraordinary objects, such as the 
preservation of crops from insects, and 
they worked invarlably with the most 
beneficial results. 


Many Regulations Necessary. 


There were a number of rules which 
would have to be adopted in the regu- 
lation of such societies. In view of 
their small resources a very simple 
mode of organization would have to 
be provided so as to save expense and 
the employment of intermedlarles. The 
capital invested by each individual 
should be limited, and there should be 
but one vote for each associate, The 
association must be open to all honest 
people who could benefit by their opera- 
tlons, oven to women and minors. The 
operations_must be absolutely restricted 
to those who were members. The mem- 
bership must be controlled absolutely 
by the governing body of the associa- 
tion. The association should have per- 
manent capital in order to cultivate sta- 
bility and solvency and to make sure 
that the capital would not be variable. 
There should be no voting by proxy. 
There should be a reserve fund to guar- 
antee withdrawals. 

Mr. Monk stated that the question 
hed been brought before the House in 
1884 by a resolution which had been 
favorably received by the House. One 
of the questions discussed had been that 
of Government assistance, but {f the as- 
sociations were to be strong they would 
have to work without Government as- 
sistance. The Government could favor 
the movement, and would be called up- 
on by the present bill to exercise a cer- 
tain surveillance over the companies. 
The Government could even cancel the 
charters under certain olrcumstances, 
but material help from the Government 
would be detrimental to.the working of 
the associations. 

Federal Jurisdiction the Best, 

Some question might arise as to 
whether the provincial Governments 
would not be the best ones to deal 
with this class of business. Mr. Monk 
was of the opinion, however, that the 
co-operation of agriculturists would 
come entirely under Dominion juris- 
diction. Producing and manufacturing 
associations would also come under 
the Dominion. Most of these assocla- 
tions were either banking or commer- 
clal institutions, and he did not doubt 
but that the Dominion had jurisdiction 
over them, though possibly in regard 
to some of them provincial Legislatures 
might also have jurisdiction. 

Mr. Monk quoted the case of an as- 
sociation which had been established a 
few years ago by Mr. Alphonse Desjar- 
dins at Lévis, the results_of which had 
been astonishing. It had started with 
$300 or $400 capital, and in five years 
had increased It to nearly $40,000. Last 
year its turnover had amounted to 
nearly $140,000. Its success in the 
Town of Levis as an educative influ- 
ence had been marvelous. The bill 
would place these associations under 
the department of Postmaster-General 
and Minister of Labor. 


A Modest Philanthropist.

~\ OCEAN ROPES, 


A Marine Plant That Grows a Stem 
Three Hund:ed Feet Long. 

The largest marine plunt and proba- 
bly one of the highest plants known on 
this globe is a gigantic seaweed, the 
nereocystis, the stem of which has 
been found to grow as much as 300 
feet long. It was first discovered not 
far from the Alaskan coast, but has 
since been found floating in various 
parts of the Pacific ocean along the 
American and AswNtic shores. ‘This 
seaweed grows in a very curious man- 
ner. Large quantities of it‘are found 
at a little distance from shore and at 
depths not exceeding 200 feet. On 
loamy bottoms large thickets of this 
plant take root, and a stem of the 
thickness of ordinary cord grows up- 
ward, At its top there Is a pear shaped 
balloon, which grows with the stem, 
and when It reaches the surface of the 
water it often measures six feet and 
more !n length, with a diameter of four 
feet six inches. This balloon has, of 
course, an upward tendency and keeps 
the stem growlng until it flonts on the 
surface of the water. I’rom the top of 
this balloon a large tuft of strong, 
thick, spadelike leaves grow out, which 
originally are not more than two feet 
long and which grow and split until 
from the balloon a roselike growth of 
from fifty to sixty-five feet in diame- 
ter covers the water. This gigantic 
weed grows in such quantities that 
near the shore large meadowliké Is- 
lands are formed, which !mpede navl- 
gation. The nafives of the Aleutian 
islands make manifold usage of this 
plant, Ftom their strong dried stems 
they make ropes 250 feet and more 
long, while balloons of this weed fur- 
nish them with large vessels after they 
are dried, the smaller ones belng used 
in their boats to bail out water.

Swift Runners on Snowshoes Make 
Short Work of the Brutes, 

The Swedish Lapps live entirely 
with, by and upon their reindeer. A 
Lapp who owns a thousand deer ts a 
very rich man; but, as taxes are as- 
sessed upon the number of deer, he is 
{inclined to underestimate his herd. 
The most dangerous enemy to the herd 
is the wolf, who, if so disposed, can 
kjll thirty deer in a night. A band of 
wolves can make a rich Lapp poor. 
When the snow is deep and soft and 
it is announced that wolf tracks have 
been seen fn the neighborhood of the 
deer the swiftest runners on snow: 
shoes prepare for an exciting chase. 
The wolf may have a start of a mile. 
or two, but the track it leaves in the 
deep, soft snow is so prominent that 
the hunters can follow it at their best 
Bpeed, 

The wolf, though he may run fast, 
has but slight chance of escaping the 
short men who on snowshoes rush 
through the wood, dart down steep 
hills and jump from ledges several 
yards in helght.. Each hunter does his 
best to outrun the otlicrs, for the wolf 
belongs to the Lapp who strikes the 
As soon gs the leading 
hunter is close enough to the wolf he 
gives it a heavy blow across the loins 
with his strong spiked snowshoe staff. 
If there are other wolves to be pur- 
sued, he kills it outright; if not, he 
disables it and waits till all the hunt- 
ers arrive before giving the death 
stroke,

Sumis 
make pilgrimages only to the two lat- 
ter cities and pray five times a day. 
From th!s {t can be readily understood 
that the circumstances of the Turks 
being in possession of the shrines of 
Nejef (Meshed Ali), Kazimain and Ker- 
bela is most displeasing to devout 
Shiahs.—Blackwood’s Magazine.
